PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 2S.—At last H. H. 


Holmes, the. man charged with so many 
murders is on trial. His real name is 
Herman W. Muclgett. He is on trial in 
this city for tbe murder of Benj. F. Pietzel- 


When he was arraigned in court this 


morning he was cool and «elf-possessed, 
and even detiant in /his bearing. 
He 


shows no sign of weakening ox- fear. Ho 
is a confessed insurance swindler, but he 
claims that murder has yet to be proved 
and cannot be. 


Besdes the murder for which he is on 


trial here, Holmes is charged with the 
following list of victims: The two Pritzel 
girls at Toronto,Howard Pretzel at Irving, 
Ind.; a half dozen people in the Chicago 
"castle." 


Pietzel's life was insured for ?10,000. 


Holmes was arrested in Boston, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of conspiracy to defraud 
insurance companies but denied having 
murdered Pietzel. 


When the case was called today counsel 


for the desense asked for a continuance 
of sixty days on the ground they were 
not prepared to go on. Judge Arnold 
overruled the motion, whereupon the de- 
fendant's lawyers, W. H. Shoemaker and 
Samuel P. Rotan, created a sensation by 
withdrawing from the case. 


They did this notwithstanding the in- 


junction from the court that they would 
be open to disbarment by taking such a 
step "on the eve of a murder trial." A 
still further sensation was caused when 
Holmes refused to accept the services of 
E. A. Schofieia and James R. Fahey, 
whom the court was about to appoint to 
defend him. Holmes himself pleaded for 
a postponement but without success, and 
the trial was resumed, Holmesconducting 
his own defense.

ABLE SERMON BY BISHOP FOWLER. 


Remarks By Past Superintendents of the 


Sunday School. A Historical Sketch 


of the Church. Letters from 


Former Pastors 


Sunday was a notable day for the Meth- 


odist church. 
The main auditorium, 


which had heen closed several months for 
repairs, was reopened, the services of the 
day being in accordance with the program 
published last week. It was n perfect Oc- 
tober day, the sky being cloudless and the 
air mild and balmy, and all of the services 
were largely attended. 


Tlie Morning Service. 


At the morning services oil the seats 


were tilled, including those in the gallery. 
The platform was adorned with a few 
tlowers and palms, and seated with the 
pastor, Dr. U. W. Brown, were Bishop C. 
H. Fowler, D. D., L.L. D., Uev. A. E, Hall 
of Willianiatown, Kev. Philip Goettel of 
Adams and Rev. John Landry of Stam- 
ford, Vt. The scripture lesson was read 
by Rev. Mr. Goettel and prayer was 
offered by Rev. Mr. Landry. 


The sermon was preached by Bishop 


Fowler, who took for his text the 12th, 
13th and 14th verses of the 4Sth psalm. 
The church, he said, is engaged in a great 
war and there never was a time when it 
needed more certainty about the condi- 
tion of its towers and bulwarks than now. 
It is not difficult to cast out the devil 
when he appears with hoofs and horns, 
but when he appears in a swallow-tail 
coat and with a hymn book under his 
arm, or with a pair of shears with which 
to abridge the Bible, it is another matter. 


The sermon was to a considerable extent 


a comparison of the teachings of the 
Bible with those of science concerning 
the creation of the world and of man. 
Bishop Fowler said that man had been 
given the most perfect body ever created, 
and it seemed as though this must have 
been clone for some wise purpose. 
Ha 


had no quarrel with the scientists, who 
digging out the stumps and stones and 
preparing the ground for the seed of right- 
eousness. Agassiz, after all his investi- 
getions, admitted that behind and above 
all there is an invisible, spiritual power. 
Man has the best body in the universe 
and it means something. 
He has itleas 


which he gets through none of the senses, 
and the animal has not. If there is not 
something beyond this life, said Bishop 
Fowler, then God owes us an apology for 
his great blunder. 


The bishop commented on the wonders 


of the Bible, whether it be accepted as an 
inspired book or not. Its poetry, history, 
oratory, logic and unity make it the most 
remarkable of oil books. It was written 
by many persons In all stations of life, 
from kings to fishermen, and at widely 
different times, and when in such a book 
there is found perfect unity it helps us to 
believe that God directed its writing. 
The rermon was an able effort and a mas- 
terly exposition of the doctrine that man 
was created with a spiritual nature which 
is immortal. 


The benediction was pronounced by 


Rev. A. E. Hall.

lutercKling t'hnts by Former Kuncr 


liitPiulruts. Profitable Hours. 


The Sunday school rally was a decidedly 


large and profitable one. Owing to the 
length of the morning service its opening 
was a little late, but delays were made up 
for in spirit if not in time. The rally was 
held in the auditorium of the church. 
Each class rallied under its teacher and 
occupied a section of tbe pews. Superin- 
tendent Winchell opened the rally with a 
few words. 
Then the Sunday school 


orcbustra rendered a selection. This was 
followed by the singing of a verse of 
hymn 491. Rev. Mr. Hill of Williams- 
town offered prayer. Trie-birthday offer- 
ing was then made while the orchestra 
played. 


Mr. Winchell then read a letter from A. 


J. Ray of Janesville, Wis., who was a for- 
mer superintendent of the Sunday school 
and labored during the building of the 
church. In Mr. Ray's letter there was 
much valuable history. 
It gave some 


very interesting facts about the formation 
of the school in 1835 and subsequent 
matters. The early superintendents were 
noted, among them being Mr. Stewart, 
Harvey Arnold, William Martin, William 
Brown and J. F. Chapin. E. A. Tower's 
music efforts were not forgotten, and one 
of the pleasing things of the letter was a 
reference to Mrs. Putney, and old North 
Adams woman, who lives in Aurora, 111. 


J. H. Adams, who was to have been the 


first speaker, was excused because of his 
feeble health and 8. E. Parker, who was 
superintendent in 1873 and 1S74, was then 
introduced. Mr. Parker thought the Sun- 
day school was his hobbie in chnrch work. 
He spoke very congratulatory of the en- 
thusiasm of the school and to the school's 
work be attributed the success of the 
church's work, owing to the special train- 
ing of the young. One verse of hymn 567 
was sung alter Mr. Parker concluded and 
then A. B. Wright, who was superintend- 
ent in 1874, 1875 and 1885 spoke. Mr. 
Wright said his connection with the 
school dated farther back than these 
years. - He was admitted under Mr. Ray. 
Mr. Wright gave some of his "checkered 
experience" and believed that in due 
time every man finds his true level. Ho 
is now an humble scholar in a class 
taught by a godly man. Whatever Bac- 
cess he has achieved is due to the early 
training of Christian parents and associa- 
tions with the Sunday school. As long as 
he has the mental and physical power to 
enjoy such associations he will remain 
connected with a Sunday school. Mr. 
Wright considered the dark days of the 
church and the struggle for existence. 
Turning from these ho showed the en- 
couraging conditions of today where 
there is practically no church debt. Of 
the improvements he spoke interestingly 
and pointed out that the $10,000 expended 
lias brought larger opportunities that 
should be improved. 


M. V. N. Brarnan was superintendent in 


1SS1 and 1882 and was the next speaker. 
His opening remarks were concerning the 
help to him the Sunday school was when 
he was but a strange, boy. Then he spoke 


of the " mists " that Mr. Wright had men- 
tioned and then considered the Sunday 
school. He was desirous that the Sunday 
school should prove worthy of the years 
of training it had received. Mr. Braman 
talked to young men and women pointing 
out to them the beneficial influences of 
the Sunday school. Following his address 
the Misees WiHian, Mr. Bingbam and 
Mr. Wills sang " The Friend Who Watteth 
Nigh," Mocy. Professor Tower playing 
organ accompaniment. 


W. H. Sperry, superintendent from 1879 


to 1S83 and in 1SS5 spoke next. 
Mr. 


Sperry talked of his early experience as 
superintendent and tbe assistance he re- 
ceived. He read the names of the officers 
who were associated, with him and paid a 
fine tribute to Professor Tower, to whom 
he thought due much of the success in his 
day. His pictures of his early Sunday 
school life were exceedingly quaint and 
possessed much that was beautiful and 
touching. The simplicity of Mr. Sperry's 
description added much charm to his 
narrative. He begged the teachers not to 
be discouraged; the fruit will come. If he 
could let all the boys into his age of life 
they could see how much it meant' to be a 
good boy. 


James Mitchell, who was superintend- 


ent from 1SS6 to 1895, was the next, speak- 
er. He related just Uow he came to be 
superintendent and then asked all who re- 
membered Mr. Sperry as superintended! 
to stand up. The proportion of those 
present who stood up waa very small. He 
emphasized order in a school and said the 
disorder in a Sunday school was due large- 
ly to the older people. When a man was 
Sunday school superintendent he should 
be superintendent. Qn account of the 
many auxiliaries the Sunday school hour 
is liable to be encroached upon; it should 
be kept sacred. No arrangements for 
social work should be made during it. He 
closed by speaking of his pride at occupy- 
ing a place on the platform as an ex-sup- 
erintendent of the North Adams Metho- 
dist Sunday school. The exercises closed 
by the singing of "All Hail the Power of 
Jesus Name."

Letters From Former Paalnri, A 


Historical Sketch. 


The evening service was largely attend- 


ed. The principal features of it were the 
historical sketch of the church by Miss 
Grace Davis and letters that were read 
from former pastors. The services began 
with an organ voluntary by Professor 
Tower. The anthem, "Our God is Mighty 
to save," niacy, was sung very effectively 
by the choir. The scriptawe lesson read 
by Uev. Dr. Brown was a portion of the 
'seventy-second psalm. Prayer was then 
offered by the pastor."Gloriain Excelsiri," 
Barnett, was sung by a, quartet consisting 
of Mrs. Hawkins, Miss Sadie Willian, 
Mr. Brigham and Mr. Wills, Prof. Tower 
playing organ accompaniment. Then tbe 
offering was taken up, there being an or- 
gan interlude, and hymn 2W -was sung. 
Following that came the sketch by Miss 
Davis. 
^ 


Miss Davis jecounte^ the history of the 


church from the bedflmio^. -Her intro- 
ductory remarks concerned the changeful 
emotions that are aroffsed in contemplat- 
ing the spiritual home. There the bread 
of life is sought, there marriage vows 
were pledged, there, through tears, were 
last looks taken of those who slept in 
Jesus. Following this she began the sta- 
tistics. The earliest records ofMethodist- 
ism in these parts are-found in the estab,- 
lishment of the Pittsneld circuit in 1793. 
About 1800 Lorenzo Dow preached in 
Jenks house,against objections somewhat, 
and a revival followed. 
Then came the 


Adams circuit with 
several 
preach- 


ers, and then the Adams circuit dis- 
appeared. In 1S23 Centre street meetings 
were held and in 1S24 land was bought 
there. A building bought and moved to 
the land. It was a crude structure and 
was used till 1SB. 
The first Sunday- 


school was organized in 1835, and in that 
year a choir was formed. The first instru- 
ment used in the church was a bass viol, 
then a violin and then an organ. In 1S59 
Professor Tower was made organist. In 
1842 
the present lot was bought and a 


church costing $4,000 was built on it. The 
corner-stone of the present building was 
laid in 1872, and in the year following the 
church was dedicated by Bishop Jones. 
It cost about JCS.OOO. The days of dark 
financial depression were lightly touched 
upon by the historian because the pastor's 
letter would deal with them. In the his- 
tory the old men who were pillars were 
not forgotten, appreciative words were 
said of the old trustees and others and the 
prayer wasfciade that God would inalte 
all worthy successors of the men who in 
great difficulties laid the foundation of 
the church. 
Following the sketch the 


quartet'that rendered a previous number, 
having moved into the 
gajlery sang 
" Nearer My God to Thee " to the tune of 
Robin Adair, making a very impressive 
surprise. 


Rev. 
Dr. Brown tlien announced that 


he had ten letters from former pastors. 
There are only twelve former pastors 
alive. The first one was from Rev. Dr. A. 
J. Jutkins, the oldest pastor, now of T.os 
Angeles, Cal., who never saw tile present 
church building. The second letter rend 
was from Rev. Mr. Meredith of Brooklyn, 
who was pastor i» 13UW. In it tender 
reference was made the late Judge Uuck. 
well. The next letter was from Uev. Dr. 
Griffin, presiding elder, who was pastor in 
1870 and 1872. llis words were congratu- 
latory. He remembered the day in 1S71 
when Harvsy Arnold gave the first impe- 
tus to the movement to build a church. 
A short sketch of the movement was 
given. The next letter was from Rev. H. 
C. Sexton, now of Columbus, O., pastor in 
1870, and it was benedictory. It touched 
upon the financial depression. Uev. J. W. 
Ea-o'n of Pltittsburg, N. Y., pastor from 
1877 to 1879, sent a letter expressing his 
pleasure at knowing the North Adams 
church building had been remodeled. The 
letier also dealt with the debt burden and 
tho beginning of its uplifting. 


Rev. S. McLaughlin of Bennington, Vt., 


who was pastor in 1889, was congratula- 
tory and who referred to the debt. Dr. S. 
McKean of Lanaingburgh, N. Y., who was 
pastor from 1881 to 1883, wrote of his being 
caught up from the valley of the Hudson 
to the Berkshire hills and also of the debt, 
which was then being reduced. Kev. J. 
W. Thompson of Gloversville, N. Y., who 
was pastor from 1884 to 18S8, wrote a char- 
acteristic letter. It dealt with the great- 
ness and heroism "of the chnrch. Mr. 
Thompson thought 'the North A da ins 
public was the best he had ever known. 
If he had to choose a regiment he would 
take every man from North Adams. He 
sent his sincere congratulations. Rev. S. 


M. Williams of Glens Falls, N. Y., who 
was pastor in 1887, sent a very pleasing 
letter, which had expressions of jo.v and 
hopes for future blessedness. Rev. W. W. 
Foster, Jr., of Amsterdam, N. Y., who 
was pastor from 1888 to 1892, sent his con 
gratulations and reminded Dr. Brown that 
the liberality and spirituality of the peo- 
ple placed his charge in the front of any 
in the Troy conference. There were high 
hopes expressed and Mrs. Foster joined in 
the expressing of them. 
The services 


closed with the singing of hymn 22 and 
the benediction by Rev. Dr. Brown. 


The repairs on the church are extensive 


and thorough. A new slate roof was put 
on, and the interior has undergone a great 
change. A handsome steel ceiling has 
been put up, the walls are tinted in light 
color, the woodwork has been repainted, 
a new carpet has been laid and all the old 
pews have been replaced with new ones 
of a better pattern and of solid oak. Re- 
pairs and improvements have also been 
made in the basement and the edifice is 
now fn perfect order throughout. 
In 


view of the financial struggle this chnrch 
bos had in years past, and its pres- 
ent strength, numerically, spiritually and 
financially, all the pride felt by its mem- 
bers and friends in what has been achieved 
is most natural and pardonable.

^ In tue lively scuffle of local and state 
politics, there is danger that principles 
involved in a campaign may be lost sight 
of in party and personal 
preferences.

proposition to more then double the 
voters In the municipalities of this com- 
monwealth is one of tremendous and far- 
reaching Importance. It is Important not 
so much because of the increase of the 
number of voters that would result as 
because of the social consequences in 
volved and the nature and present dispo- 
sition of women. The great question of 
reconstruction which pnr./.led and baffled 
the ablest statesmen of this country 
twenty-five years ago had as its knottiest 
problem that of the extension of suffrage 
to the blacks and its probable results. 
The question of woman suffrage, now 
pressing to an issue in Massachusetts, Is 
as important to this Individual state as 
was the 
N negro suffrage question to the 


nation as a whole at the close of the civil 
war. Its is a question of gigantic Importr 
ance, and its discussion is now pre-emi- 
nently in order. 


Arrayed on both sides of this question 


are eminent minds and honesty of opinion. 
There is room for the widest difference of 
opinion, and honest and good people are 
on both sides of the suffrage contention. 
While we read an address against the rec- 
ommendation of woman's suffrage signed, 
as the first of a long list of eminent Massa. 
chueetts men, by William E. Russell we 
hear the earnest and learned advocacy of 
woman's voting rights by Dr. Basconi. 
And so the divergence of opinion runs. 


• But we cannot help believing the weight 
of the argument, under existing conditions, 
in against woman's suffrage. 


Woman's widest fleld for good is in the 


home. As mother, or siater, or sweet- 
heart, and not as politician, she is best 
and roost influential for good. Here is 
the essential fact in the question, nor is it 
mere sentiment. 
Home is superlatively 


woman's sphere, home is I he greatest fac- 
tor in the world, and the slightest condi- 
tion that takes woman's mind and feel- 
ings from the home is a detriment to all 
humanity. God and Nature have made 
women in mind and body different from 
men, fitted for other ends. Woman Is not 
for the harsh conflicts of the world. Her 
Creator marked her iudutiably as one re- 
quiring the protection of the home, and 
as one whose duties are at the cradle, in 
the nursery, and in the fireside circle. She 
Is not made up in her natu re for the street 
nor the polling booth. If any one thinks 
BO, let him call his ideal of a mother or 
sister to his mind and then read this re- 
port of an eminent authority regarding 
the scenes at a Kansas city election. It 
reads: 


Constantly the women desiring to vote 


increased in enthusiasm and numbers, 
until Dually people who had been friends 
and neighbors for years would not speak 
»nd the whole history of uacb candidate, 
with that of his ancestors and followers, 
was diseased in every household, even be- 
fore its youngest 
members. 
Women 


caught tho fever of politics and it raged 
high and furious. For over a month be- 
fore election day, the whole dirty stream 
of politics flowed over iny hearthstone, 


washing away all the quiet happiness and 
peace which had reigned there before. 
And, as a climax, on election day we saw 
our wives and daughters driving through 
the 
city, 
picking 
up 
women 
of 


the lo&est possible class and morality, 
and then walking with their arm around 
them to the polls to see that they voted 
rightly. 
Every means of intimidation, 


bribery and cajolery which had bean u»ed 
by men was employed unhes'iatiugly uy 
women on election day. 


Human nature, 
man's and woman's 


alike, revolt at such a picture. It is op- 
posed to right, It is opposed to the best 
and tenderest sentiments in the human 
breast. The advocates of woman's suffrage 
try to disparage the fact that there la a 
relation of the sexes that oppose woman's 
voting. But this Kansas picture is suffi- 
cient to establish tliu fact that woman in 
the home is better and moto useful lor 
good than she Is In any political cam- 
paign. 


One certain reason against woman's vot- 


ing and her possible entanglement in the 
coarse und heated controversary of a cani- 
paign is, that as long as there is a "home, 
sweet home" in tlie land, as long as there 
is a cradle to be rooked, as long as mater- 
nity it) to be gentle and devoted, as long 
as childhood and advancing womanhood 
und manhood have need of the indispen- 
sable watchfulness and direction of a lov- 
ing mother, Just so long the mothers and 
possible mothers of Massachusetts need 
no distracting power or enforced duty 
like that of polities and the ballot.

An Interesting Book. 


A book recently added to the North 


Adams library entitled "The Marshes of 
Wales" should be of much interest to' the 
Welsh people of this vicinity. Th< 
Marshes of Wales are the border lines be- 
tween ancient Wales and Britain, along 
which is a series of castles built durine 
the seventh and eighth centuries for tl e 
purposes of defence and aggression. 
These castles were located at intervals of 
miles between the mouth of the Severn 
on the south and the month of the Dee 
on the north. Following these lines King 
OB'a the Terrible about the year 781 built 
a dyke from the Bristol channel to the 
Frith of Dee as a defence against thu 
Britons. The dyke consisted of an em- 
bankment ten feet high arid n. trench six 
feet deep and twelve ieot wide formed by 
throwing out dirt for the embankment 
The remains of this work may now be 
seen a few miles east of Newtown and 
\Velchpool. The book mentioned above 
is a record of atrip over these marches 
made by C. G. Harper a London artist, 
who, besides interesting personal adven- 
ture, gives much entertaining history of 
this regiin in which some of the most im- 
portant battles of those early times were 
fought.

Due lo Poor System ol Bookkeeping in Bureau 


of Accounts. 


WASBISGTOS, Oct. 28.—In addition to 


the resignation of Francis J. Kieckhoefer, 
the chief of tlie bureau of accounts at the 
state department, at the request of Secre- 
tary Oluoy, the secretary has also re- 
quested aud received the resignation of 
E.lward Haywood, tho chief bookkeeper 
of the bureau. 


These changes arc the results of ihe dis- 


covery of alleged irregularities in the ac- 
counts ol the bureau, which have been un- 
der investigation for some time. It is un- 
derstood that ;> report from the expert 
accountants conducting the investiga- 
tion to tho department showed some 
thousands of dollars unaccounted for, 
the principal shortage being $9000. This 
sum, it is alleged, has been deposited by 
South American republics in support o£ 
the bureau of American republics. 


In scmi-ofiluitil circles it is sold the chief 


trouble with the bureau ot accounts, ac- 
cording to this treasury accountants, 1ms 
boon the system of bookkeeping. This 
system 1ms been in vogue for muny years 
and had been inherited by Mr. Kieckhoefer 
from his predecessor. Another error is 
charged to the issue of the revised statutes, 
hundreds of whioh it is said havo been dis- 
piiKud of and the money not accounted for.

port is said ro be in regard to the passport 
fees, but the clerks of the accounts bureau 
say that they do not issue passports. They 
only receive the money for them after the 
payment has been made in another bureau.

threatened to kill Ezra .Smith, a neighbor. 
City Marshal 
Shulty. and 
Policeman 


Sweeney went to his house to arrest him 
late \Vednosduy afternoon. 
Martin swore 


that he would never be taken alive. Tllo 
olllcc'rs tried to reason with him, If tit to no 
purpose. When Martin's attention \va 
attracted for an insHint, byanoUe out- 
side, tho mnrxhivl sprang upon him and 
grasped the riflp. Martin, gromnjr desper- 
ate, diseng'igod one hand and pulled his 
revolver, jind fired three times, nil tho 
.shots Inking effect in the marshnl's body, 
killing him. Jlartiu was subsequently ar- 
rested. 


Tills city is shocked over tho attempt, to

Officer Keifler wts 
struck on I he head with a slodge and 
kio-Uod liruiallv. lie was carried home un- 
conscious, and is hovering between life 
and death. Officer Kishor was thrown 
agiiinst a brio,, wall and partially stunned, 
and Officer H/nnossev was tumbled over 
in tho grass and kept there by a ruffiun 
•who In-ill a murderous looking club over 
him and thre.itened death if he did not 
lie still. The other officers were treated 
in the same way. 


The mob went direct to tho side en-
